In an endeavor to answer such queo 
tions the Dominion Experimental 
Farms have mad e a careful study of 
production costs in the Prairie prov¬ 
inces during the lajt fe;v years. The 
results of this study will be release' 
shortly in Bulletin No. 159 of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture I 
entitled "Cost of Producing Farm 
Crops in th 3 Prairie Provinces." The j 
publication presents details on how I 
to calculate the cost of producing 
crops, the cost of producing crops on 
he I ui .1 cn Expcrini Mil Farms, 
o*« th -i Hiimulon Illustrate i .' ♦ i.i ».s 
and on a number of privately owned 
farms in the Frairie Provinces. Farm j 
budgets are also presented showing 
the cost of producing wheat on differ¬ 
ent sized farms operate^ with differ¬ 
ent equipment. Additional data aro 
included on the life of farm machin 
ery, the costs of tractor operation 
and the normal days farm work. 

Th e average cost of producing 
wheat after fallow on eight Dominion 
Experimental Farm* for the period 
1923-1930 has been $17.40 per acre 
for a 27.4 bushel yield or Cl cent-' 
per bushel. The average cost of j ro 
ducing wheat after fallow on a num¬ 
ber of privately owmed farms in 1929 
was found to be $17.50 per acre for a 
yiel d of 22.3 bushes or at a cost of 
78 cents per bushel. These are aver¬ 
age figures. Great variations exist, 
however, in the cost of producing 
wheat. For example the cost per acre 
on these farms for wheat after fallow I 
ranged from as high an $24.77 to a ! 
low cost of $9.82. These figures in¬ 
dicate tho extent of possible reduc- ! 
tion in th e per acre rost of pro lucing 
wheat.

FAa.KUlOZATlON OF MILK 

Th3 la^t article dealt with undul- 
u M fever which ia c.na o: the diseases 
co:nmo.iiy opiead by milk, aim a ^ en 
lio.i was directed to the tact that ii 
milk ia pasteurized it is rendered 
cafe; there .ore pastiurzation will 
\ revent the spread of undulant fever 
through mill:. 

VVc return to the subject of pastur 
ization of milk in erder to emphasize 
its importance. We make no apology 
far repeatedly referring to po3teuizat 
i;n because in that process we poss- 
CS one of the mo;t effective means 
of controlling cr n ini mi zing tin oc ‘ 
currcncc cf certain diseao :o 

Milk is the meat valuab’e single 
forwhich v/c possess, and it is for 
this very reason that it is of the ut- 
1 : 03 1 importance that this fool be 
perfectly caf.:. Forturately for us, it 
cr.n bo mr.de perfectly saf» and there 
iu no reason why milk should not be 
lin’d freely cn that account. 

Milk may be dangerous because it 
may act nn the conveyor and diatrlb 
ntor of disea o germs. Because ml k 
Is so widely used an 1 consumed in 
reach large quantities, it is obvious 
that if it is contaminate 1 with the 
germs of disease, It is almost sure to 
pread disease amongst a large num¬ 
ber of people. Idisaese germs may 
enteer the milk directly from the 
cow, that is, the cow suffering from 
contagious abortion or tuberculosis 


i 


may pass out the germs of the c din 
c.iatu in the milk, or th) milk iot.y 
after milking be contaminated with 
dine4«i* ? germs from the cow wh.vl 
have left th e body of the animal in 
iln excreta. 

Disease germs may aljo gain ent 
ranee into the milk from the milker 
or other milk handers. The germs of 
disease are to be found not J only in 
the bodies of those actually ill but 
also during the time when they are 
coming down with the disease and 
often for a conNderab’e tim . after 
recovery. 

The germs leave the body in the 
secretions and excretions of (he body. 
So it is that coughs, sneezes, pariiclei 
of ralia, or excreta remaining on un 
washed hands are like’y to carry dis 
i use germs and if they gain entrance 
to (he milk, then the milk is contain 
inateq and will apron j thc germs to 
those using the milk. 

It ia in tills manner that scarlet 
fever, septic sore throat, t; phoi l fo.cr 
un I human tuberculosis are spread 
by miik. There is no system of Inspec 
tion and one may say there is no 
measure of practical care which can 
bo taken that will asure thc rafetv of 
raw mik. There is only one practical 
method of making milk safe and that 
is pasteurization, failing which, milk 
should be boiled before use. Our aim 
should be as clean a milk as possible 
from healthy cows rendered safe by 
pasteurization.

( Experimental Farms Note ) 

Buckwheat, while an imp: riant 
farm crop, is frequently grown as an 
afterthought. Requiring only from 
ten to twelve weeks to mature, seed¬ 
ing may be done during an otherwise 
more or less idle season of the sum¬ 
mer. It is one cf the most successful 
poor land crop3, prospering relatively 
well on poor & acid soils. It responds 
readily, ho.vevcr. to go \\ tr?atment. 
Light well drained sells arc well suit 
cd to this crop. An execs.; of nitrogen 
may produce too much Btraw and 
cause lodging. It a’so seems practlc 
ally Immune to in:cct ar.d plant dis 
case pests. 

Buckwheat does best where th 0 c!im 
ate is cool and moist. At blooming 
timj it in very sensitive to high temp 
craturcs and to dry weather. Under 
such condtlons many flowers then in 
bloom may be “blasted” and produce 
no gTain. To avoid this as much m 
possible sowing is delayed until late 
in June or early July allowing the 
principal growth to take place in 
warm weather and the formation of 
seed when the temperature is likely 
to fc3 a little lower. 

Ah a farm crop buckwhrnt often 
provc3 relatively profitable. Buck 
wheat flour is used extensively fer 
making griddle cakes. The grain male 
c s excellent poultry feed. The straw Is 
8 metimes used as feed when well pre3 
erved. It should not be used a.; a bed 
cling for hogs. Since the straw' conta 
ins a large amount of mineral matt 
er and rots quickly it make; a good 
i a*'ure. As r. crop buckwheat app 
errs able to utilize better than do the 
cereal crops the relatively insoluble 
m moral constituents of the soil. As a 
soil renovator Buckwheat when plow 
cd under has a distinct vnTic. It may 
also be used as a nurse crop with 


sweet clover, the latter adding to the 
feeding value of the straw. Mixing 
with other cereals such as barley 
may be useful the buckwheat tend 
ing to keep the barley from lodging 
and the barley assisting at harvest 
time in allowing the straw to dry 
out more quicky. Producing many 
flowers w’ell supplied with nectar ov 
0 r a period of a month at lea t, buck 
wheat is an cxccllnt source of honey 
for bees. 

Quick germination and rapid gr:.w 
th make buckwheat ideal as a weed 
destroyer Two crops of buckwheat 
during the one year usually prove ef 
fective in eradicating even row thist’e 
and quack grass The first crop should 
be seeded early in May, ploughe d be 
fore blossoming begins and worked 
for a ten day period and reseeded to 
buckwheat.
